AFTER I CONVEYED REPORT BASED ON TOPOL 1 1 fl , CHAIR (CaSaRD* 
SAID HE THOUGHT THERE WERE SOME NUANCES OF CHANGE iN SOVIET 
POS.HON. GROMYr\0 HAD NOT REPORTED ALL OF THE OTHER 
CONDITIONS FOR AGREEMENT WlTH REGARD TO ACCESS, SUCH 
AS MEASURES DENYING NUCLEAR WEAPONS TO GERMANS. NON- 
AGGRESSION PACTS, ETC. HE HAD REFERRED TO JANUARY 12. 
i SA'D WHILE IT WAS CLEAR GROMYKO HAD NOT BR0UGH1 THESE 
MATTERS UP, IT WAS ALSO TRUE THAT THOMPSON DID MOST OF THE 
TALKING AND GROMYKO RESERVED HIS RIGHT TO SPEAK AGAIN. "> 

DE STAERKE THEN INITIATED REQUEST WHICH WAS JOINED IN BY ALL 
OTHER MEMBERS FOR CO c Y OF PAPER ON ACCESS AUTHORITY THOMPSON 
GAVE GROMYKO. GOING FURTHER, HE PARTICULARLY REFERRED 
TO LEAKS IN US PAPERS TO EFFECT THAT SOVIET FREE CITY 
PROPOSAL NOT ACCEPTABLE TO WEST AND STRESSED NEED 
FOR CONSULTATION IN NAC SO THAT NAC CAN LEARN VIEWS OF 
FOUR ON THESE MATTERS. REGRETTED FACT DECISION TAKEN BY 
FOUR AND NAC ONLY TOLD OUTLINE RESULTS TALKS. FRENCH 
REP HELD UP THREE FINGERS INDICATING THEY WERE NOT INVOLVED 
THEREIN. DE STAERKE AGAIN PRESSED FOR FOUR POWER VIEWS ON 
SOVIET DOCUMENTS GIVEN THOMPSON AND ON PRESS STORY THAT 
ADMISSION FREE CITY OF BERLIN AT UN HAD BEEN REJECTED BY 
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POSSIBLE PUBLICATION WITH iDEA OF CONVINCING NEUTRALS IT WAS 
REASONABLE. 

FRANCE* SAYING IT WAS "OUTSIDE NEGOTIATIONS", THOUGHT THOMPSON 
LINE VERY REASONABLE. NOTED FINLETTER EXPLANATION THAT "RESPECT 
FOR SOVEREIGNTY" MEANT CONTROL OF ACCESS. THOUGHT RUSSIANS WOULD 
NOT NEGOTIATE UNLESS SUBJECTS OTHER THAN ACCESS INCLUDED IN AGENDA. 
HAD NO INSTRUCTIONS ON WESTERN PAPERS BUT AGREED WITH GREEK 
SUGGESTION WEST MIGHT WANT TO RELEASE US PAPERS TO PUBLIC. 

HE THOUGHT SOVIET TACTICS MIGHT BE TO DELAY !N ORDER TO REINFORCE 
SOVIET MILITARY STRENGTH, CITING RECENT NUCLEAR TESTS. FRANCE 
THINKS RUSSIA NOT PRESSING AS MUCH ON BERLIN AS FORMERLY, -i^ViNC, 
OTHER FROBLEMS FOR THE MOMENT, WESTERN BUILD-UP AND Fi^MNESS -«A3 
HAD AN EFFECT ON RUSSIANS. HOWEVER RUSSIANS CAN REVERSE THEMSELVES 
AGAiN AT ANY MOMENT AND WEST MUST MAINTAIN VIGILANCE AND STRENGTH.

STRONGLY SUPPORTED BY FURTHER INTERVENTIONS FROM PELOiJM AND 
NETHERLANDS, CHAiP PRESSED FOR REPORT AS TO HOW WEST ANA'^ED 
PRESENT SITUATION AND SOVIET PROPOSALS AND WHAT WEST WAS P ANN \G 
TO DO NEXT. CANADA SUGGESTED SECGEN BE INSTRUCTED TAKE TH's IP 
WITH AMBASSADORIAL GROUP. I SAID I WOULD REPORT REQUESTS FOR 
FURTHER INFORMATION, BUT POINTED OUT TO COUNCIL that IF 0™ER 
MEMBERS HAD ANY COMMENTS OF INTEREST TO FOUR THEY SHOULD LET US 
HAVE THEM SOONEST. 
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AND SUCH OTHER ASPECTS AS DESTRUCTION OF WALL AND ALL- BERLIN 
SOLUTION, BUT SHOULD REFUSE TO TALK ON NEW STATUS 'WEST BERLIN. 
IF SOVIETS REALLY WANT NEGOTIATIONS, THEY SHOULD REDUCE THEIR 
DEMANDS. 
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CANADA SUPPORTED BELG'AN REQUESTS, SAYING IT WAS DIFr-CUL'
